In 

his  report  for  1957  the  Chief  Medical  Officer  of  the  Ministry 
of  Health  reported  that  in  England  and  Wales  there  had  been  815 
more  deaths  from  this  disease  than  in  1956  - a rise  of  5.2%. 

All  the  evidence  points  to  the  fact  that  cigarette  smoking 
is  one  of  the  causative  factors.  The  Commissioners  of  Her 
Majesty’s  Customs  and  Excise  for  the  financial  year  1957/6 
report  that  the  amount  of  tobacco  retained  in  this  country  for 
consumption  rose  by  three  million  pounds,  to  reach  a record 
figure  of  241.9  million  pounds.

SECTION  II 


HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA 


1 .  Hospital  Services 


There  is  no  general  hospital  in  Beaconsfield , but  it  has 
four  Nursing  Homes  registered  by  the  Bucks  County  Council. 

St  Joseph’s  Nursing  Home,  Candlemas  Lane,  was  excluded  from  the 
operation  of  the  National  Health  Services  Act,  1946,  by  the 
direction  of  the  Minister  of  Health. 

Beaconsfield  is  just  within  the  area  of  the  North-West' 
Metropolitan  Regional  Hospital  Board.  It  might  almost  be 
described  as  a fringe  area  - it  is  the  most  northerly  of  the 
four  Bucks  Local  Authority  areas,  namely  Eton  Urban,  Eton  Rural 
and  Slough  Borough  - to  be  included  in  this  Region.  Its 
boundaries  flank  those  of  the  adjoining  Oxford  Regional  Hospital 
Board  and  Beaconsfield,  in  the  matter  of  Hospital  services, 
looks  towards  High  Wycombe  in  the  Oxford  Regional  Hospital  Area 
and  not  to  Slough  or  ‘Windsor  situated  in  the  North-West 
Metropolitan  Hospital  Region. 

2 . Laboratory  Services 

Bacteriological  laboratory  facilities  are  provided  by  the 
Public  Health  Laboratories  at  Oxford  and.  Luton. 

Samples  of  water  and  sewage  effluent  for  chemical  analysis 
are  sent  to  the  Public  Analyst,  Southwark  Borough  Council. 

3 . Nursing  in  the  Home 

The  following  Nurse  Midwives  practised  in  the  town  during 
the  year  as  follows:

4.  Welfare  Clinics 


Child  Welfare  Clinics  to  which  mothers  and  babies  can  be 
referred  direct  are  provided  by  the  County  Council  throughout 
their  area.  There  are  two  such  Clinics  at  Beaconsfield;  one 
is  held  at  the  Old  Rectory  on  the  first  and  third  Friday  of  each 
month,  and  a Medical  Officer  is  in  attendance  when  immunization 
against  diphtheria,  free  of  charge,  is  undertaken.  The  other 
Child  Welfare  Clinic  is  held  at  the  Congregational  Hall, 
Holtspur,  and  its  sessions  are  held  on  the  first  and  third 
Tuesday  of  the  month,  the  Medical  Officer  attending  upon  the 
latter  session. 
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5. 


Ambulance  Services 


This  service,  provided  by  the  County  Council  under  the 
National  Health  Service  Act  194$,  is  for  the  conveyance  of 
persons  who,  for  medical  reasons,  are  unable  to  travel  by  public 
transport . 

The  County  Transport  and  Ambulance  Service  has  been 
reorganized,  and  the  Headquarters  are  now  at  Buckingham  Road, 
Aylesbury  (Telephone:  Aylesbury  4375).  In  addition  to 
Headquarters,  main  stations  have  been  established  to  cover  the 
whole  of  the  County  to  which  application  for  transport  should 
be  made.  The  nearest  main  station  to  Beaconsfield  is  at  High 
Wycombe,  address:  West  End  Street,  High  Wycombe  (Telephone  No.

Acute  Poliomyelitis 


No  cases  of  poliomyelitis  were  notified  during  the  year. 

The  incidence  of  this  disease  over  the  country  as  a whole  was 
low  during  1958.  Although  the  increasing  number  of  individuals 
vaccinated  against  poliomyelitis  will  have  contributed  to  this 
low  incidence,  this  disease  will  not  be  controlled  until 
nearly  100$  of  the  more  susceptible  age  groups  are  protected  by 
vaccination  against  it. 

The  latest  figures  indicate  that  approximately  65 $ of 
children  under  16  years  have  been  vaccinated  and  only  a small 
percentage  of  those  aged  between  16  and  25  years. 

Diphtheria 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  1958  was  the  twelfth 
consecutive  year  during  which  the  district  has  been  free  from 
diphtheria.  In  1958,  60$  of  children  aged  0 to  1 year  had  been 
immunised  against  this  disease. 

Whooping  Cough 

Fourteen  cases  were  notified  during  the  year.  Of  the 
children  in  the  district,  approximately  62$  had  been  immunised 
by  the  time  they  reached  the  age  of  12  months. 

In  the  country  as  a whole,  approximately  10$  of  notified 
cases  of  whooping  cough  relate  to  babies  under  1 year,  80$  of 
the  deaths  from  this  disease  occur  in  this  group.  This 
underlines  the  necessity  to  commence  immunisation  against 
whooping  cough  by  the  third  month  of  life. 

Tuberculosis 

No  new  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  notified  during 
the  year.  Is  this  because  all  cases  of  tuberculosis  are 
already  under  medical  supervision  and  no  new  cases  have  occurred 
or  are  there  people  in  the  community  particularly  the  elderly 
feeling  quite  well,  possibly  with  a 'smoker’s  cough’  they  have 
had  for  years,  but  who  have  tuberculosis  and  are  even  now 
endangering  the  health  of  their  children  and  grandchildren? 

Providing  every  adult  member  of  the  community  co-operates, 
we  have  in  the  Mass  Miniature  Radiography  (M.M.R.)  Survey  a 
means  of  eradicating  this  disease.  A Mobile  X-Ray  Unit  will 
be  visiting  Beaconsfield  in  October  to  conduct  such  a survey. 

This  visit,  I feel,  is  a challenge  to  the  people  of 
Beaconsfield.  In  Glasgow  in  1957,  76$  of  the  general  public 
volunteered  to  have  their  chest  X-Rayed.  Gan  we  approach 
nearer  to  100$?

Of  the  8 informal  Notices  which  were  not  complied 
with  at  31st  December  1958,  3 of  the  property  owners 
had  written  to  confirm  that  the  work  had  been  placed 
in  the  hands  of  a builder.  The  builders  were 
contacted  and  it  was  stated  that  as  soon  as  labour 
was  available  the  work  would  be  completed. 

1 . Water  Supply 


The  Council  is  not  a Statutory  Water  Undertaking,  but  two 
Private  Undertakings  serve  the  district,  viz.  The  Ri ckmansworth 
& Uxbridge  Valley  Water  Company,  and  the  Marlow  Water  Company: 
the  former  serves  the  main  body  of  the  town,  and  the  latter 
Holtspur  and  district. 

There  is  a piped  water  supply  serving  the  whole  of  the 
district,  there  are  no  wells  supplying  drinking  water.  The 
supply  has  been  satisfactory  throughout  the  whole  of  the  year 
in  both  quality  and  quantity:  the  water  is  not  likely  to 

become  plumbo-solvent  due  to  the  high  degree  of  temporary 
hardness . 

2 . Drainage  and  Sewerage 

Nearly  the  whole  of  the  district  is  connected  to  one  of  the 
two  sewerage  systems.  The  Beaconsfield  Old  Town  is  sewered 
to  a modified  Broad  Irrigation  'Works  at  Hedgerley  and  the 
Beaconsfield  New  Town  and  Holtspur  District  are  sewered  to  the 
disposal  works  off  Riding  Lane,  Holtspur. 

A large  number  of  the  70  Cesspools  in  the  district  are  for 
outlying  houses,  i.e.  away  from  the  main  body  of  the  town.  A 
48-hour  free  emptying  service  has  been  maintained  throughout 
the  year.  The  cesspool  vehicle  empties  the  contents  into  the 
soil  drainage  system. 
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3. 


Collection  and  Disposal  of  Refuse 


The  house-to-house  collection  of  refuse  and  salvage  has 
been  maintained  on  a weekly  basis  throughout  the  year.  Twice 
weekly  collections  are  made  at  shop  premises  requiring  it,  and 
in  these  cases  a small  charge  is  made. 

The  refuse  is  disposed  of  at  a private  tip  just  outside  the 
Beaconsfield  Urban  District  and  is  being  used  as  a backfilling 
to  a gravel  pit.  The  paper  salvage  is  sorted,  baled  and  sold 
to  one  of  the  local  paper  mills.  Metal  is  taken  by  Scrap 
Merchants . 


4.  Atmospheric  Pollution  (Clean  Air  Act) 

No  steps  were  taken  to  declare  any  part  of  the  Council’s 
District  a Smokeless  Zone.  At  present  no  action  is 
contemplated. 

5 . Housing 

The  number  of  properties  shewn  below  controlled  by  the 
Council  at  the  end  of  December  195 3 was  712  as  compared  with 
December  1957  when  it  was  657.  The  range  of  properties  is 
as  follows:

Slum  Clearance  Programme 

Slow  but  positive  progress  has  been  made  in  the  implemen- 
tation of  the  Council’s  Slum  Clearance  Programme  during  1958. 

All  the  houses  included  in  the  scheme  are  now  empty,  the  tenants 
having  been  re-housed  according  to  their  needs.

The  relaying  of  the  water  supply  to  6 houses  at  Wooburn 
Common  was  necessitated  when  the  owner  of  the  land  through  which 
the  supply  was  taken  gave  6 months’  notice  to  the  owners  of 
the  houses,  of  his  intention  to  disconnect  the  supply,  as  was 
his  right.  The  owners  of  the  6 houses  appealed  to  the  Public 
Health  Department  for  assistance  in  this  matter. 


Great  difficulty  was  encountered  in  finding  a new  route 
for  the  main  as  the  land  owner  who  had  served  the  original 
notice  owned  all  the  land  around  the  cottages.  However,  after 
consultation  with  the  property  owners  and  the  Marlow  Mater 
Company  (to  whom  thanks  must  be  given  for  their  co-operation)  a 
line  following  Public  Footpaths  and  Rights  of  Way  for  the  new 
main  to  these  houses  was  found  and  agreed.  (The  work  of 
laying  this  main  was  completed  in  February  1959.) 

8.  Rent  Act  1957 

No  applications  have  been  received  for  certificates  of 
disrepair  during  the  year,  although  many  people  have  asked  for 
the  forms  preliminary  to  this  step.  It  is  felt  that  the 
reasons  for  tenants  not  availing  themselves  of  this  method  of 
repair  to  their  houses  is  twofold: 
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(a)  The  amount  of  forms  and  protracted  procedure 
involved  is  too  cumbersome. 

(b)  The  tenants  consider  that  the  service  of  a notice 
on  the  landlord  may  jeopardise  their  tenancy. 

9 . Movable  Dwellings 

There  were  28  movable  dwellings  within  the  district  at 
31st  December  1958,  none  of  which  is  licensed  under  Section  269 
of  the  Public  Health  Act  1936.  The  Council  have  adopted  the 
policy  of  dealing  with  Movable  Dwellings  under  the  Town  and 
Country  Planning  Act  1947  and  in  consequence  the  issuing  of  a 
licence  under  the  Public  Health  Act  could  possibly  prejudice 
their  position  in  this  matter. 

10.  Rodent  Infestation  and  Destruction 

A summary  of  the  number  of  rodent  infestations  dealt  with 
during  the  year  ended  31st  March  1959  is  shewn  under.  The 
only  large  infestations  which  have  occurred  have  been  at  the 
Council’s  two  Sewage  Works  and  a system  of  using  permanent  bait 
boxes  has  now  been  installed.  This  is  proving  to  be  very 
satisfactory.

SECTION  VI 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 

1.  Milk 

Milk  & Dairies  Regulations  1949  Article  20 

When  any  person  is  suffering  from  disease  caused  by  the 
consumption  of  milk,  or  if  there  are  any  reasonable  grounds  for 
suspecting  that  a person  is  so  suffering,  or  indeed  if  milk  is 
infected  with  organisms  capable  of  causing  disease  in  man,  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  a district  is  authorised  to  serve  a 
notice  prohibiting  the  sale  of  such  milk  until  it  has  been 
treated  in  such  a way  as  to  render  it  safe  for  human  consumption. 
A dairy  farmer  on  whom  such  notice  is  served  is  entitled  to 
compensation  for  damage  or  loss  by  reason  of  the  notice  served. 
The  commonest  organisms  giving  rise  to  infected  milk  are 
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Brucella  (Contagious  Abortion  in  cattle).  During  the  year  a 
report  was  received  from  the  Bucks  County  Council  that  one 
sample  of  milk  contained  these  organisms. 

Another  of  the  causes  of  milk  infection  is  the  organism  of 
Tuberculosis,  but  no  samples  have  been  reported  as  infected 
with  this  organism  during  the  year. 

In  the  case  of  the  Brucella-infected  milk  it  was 
voluntarily  diverted  for  pasteurisation  to  render  it  safe  for 
human  consumption.

During  the  year,  7 licences  were  issued  under  the  above 
regulations,  3 to  use  the  designation  Tuberculin  Tested,  3 to 
use  the  designation  f Pasteurised ’ , and  1 to  use  the  designation 
T Sterilised ? . 


Four  complaints  of  dirty  milk  bottles  were  received  during 
the  year,  all  the  bottles  came  from  the  same  dairy.  The  dairy 
received  two  warnings  in  connection  with  this  matter.  When 
the  second  warning  was  issued,  the  owner  stated  that  his  staff 
problem  had  not  eased  and  he  therefore  intended  to  have  all  his 
milk  delivered  to  the  dairy  pre-bottled.  This  system  is  now 
in  operation  for  all  milk  with  the  exception  of  the  Jersey 
Tuberculin  Tested  pasteurised.  There  is  only  a small  quantity 
of  Jersey  Tuberculin  Tested  milk  pasteurised  and  bottled  and 
no  further  complaints  have  been  received. 

2 . Food  Hygiene  Regulations  1955 

Routine  inspections  of  the  premises  subject  to  the  above 
regulations  have  been  maintained  and  where  contravention  of  the 
regulations  has  been  found  the  shop  owners  have  carried  out  the 
suggestions  put  forward  to  rectify  the  position  without  delay.
